We 
know that feparate States and Kingdoms are actu- 
ally in this a of Nature in Refpect to each o- 
ther. Who then will maintain, that {uppofing one 


_ Prince unjuftly invades anothers Dominion, the in- 


jured Prince is Obliged to fave himfelf if poffible 
by Flighr, for Fear of Killing fome of his Enemies 
by making Oppofition ? So that if any Man under 
this Natural Condition does sather chute to fly 
from his Affailanc than to Fight, we are not to 
thirk that he is reftrained from the latter, b oem 
fon of any Favor or Mercy that is one fe ue 
to the Perfon that fets upon him: For the Conve- 
nience of hisown Affairs is Reaion fufficient to 


juftity him in doing either the oné or the other. 
Bur confidering Men under Civil Government the 
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Cale is different. For then a Man is bound to fly, 
if he he can with Convenience, rather than take 
away the Life of his Affailanr ; becaufe ic is a 
Publick Detriment to the State to Kill a Fellow- 
Subje@ without any Neceffiry from whom the Ma- 
giftrate can fufficiendy fecure the Party affaulted, 
and give him ample fatisfaction for any Injury he 
has Suffered. For it is a Fundamental Maxiin in 
all Civil Government, that no Private Perfon 
ought to make himfelf fatisfaction for any Injury 
he has recieved of another, as long as he knows 
there is a Poffibility of having Juftice done him by 
the Magiftrate. Unilels this Maxim is oblerveed, 
Givil Government is no way differenr from a Srate 
of Nature. Ic is no Objection to what we have 
faid, thac fuch a Flightin a Perfon affaulted, ef 
pecially if he be a Gei.erous Man, feems bale and 
unworthy ; becaule it is not undercaken out of 
Cowardice, but ef a Regard ro tle Dury that he 
owes to the Publick.
